Rabies Control Law 


A comprehensive survey of results obtained during the first six souls 
operation of the Rabies Prevention Law was completed early in the month. After a 
; close analysis, detailed recormendetions for correcting major shertgoniace were 5 
submitted to the Ministry of elfere. It is expected, in the early part of April, — 
that the Ministry will issue official instructions to pret Sectures for the purvose 
of expediting a more efficient execution of the law.

cholera vaccine is being air-lifted to Okinawa periodically to combat the ee 
The erection of the veterinary diagnostic laboratory hes been physically com- i

| functioning. In addition, it was felt that the personnel exgaged for the labor- 
-atory needed further training. Therefore, plans are under way to bring the. 
members of the staff to Japan in pairs for on-the-job training in the Animal 
Hygicne Experiment Station Laboratories. Most all phases of veterinary offairs 
aro brogressing rathor slowly, principally due to the lack of the presence and 
_ leadership of an Amorican veterinarian,

Insurcnee enc. the Mationel Public Service Mutual Aid Assccictions system. These | 
procrens nev to the Fund an enount of monoy sufficient to meet the mecical care . 
cleins submitted for services renderec their insured. This is cone on a monthly eo. 
agis. The doctor or medical care facility has but cne agency to deal with in| :

The contrel office of the Fund is located in Tokyo end 2. branch office is 
meintained in each of 46 vrefcetures. The central office estrblished pelicics 

end orececures while the branch offices are operctional. All medical care claims 
erc submitted to the respective branch office where thoy are reviewed and approved ~~ 
by e reviewing committee, 90% of Which is cormosed of doctors. Claims are now : 
usuclly scttled on or cbeut the end of the month following the month in which <a 
thoy ere submitted. Delzys ocensioncally cccur duc to the failure of an insurer 
to rromotly Ceposit funds sufficient to meet the clnins. 


For the above services the Fund assesses the insurer 2 flat amount for cach 
medt.cel care elein submitteca. st the beginning’ in 1948 this cssossment was 13 yon 
per clain but it kes been gracuclly recuced until it is now 10 yon per clain. ok:
